That the shid commission shall allot space for 
exhibiters, prepare a classification of exhibits, 
determine the plan scope of the Exposition, 
and shall appoint all judges and examiners for 
the Exposition, award all premiums, if any, and 
generally have charge of all intereourse with ex- 
hibiters and tlie representatives of foreign na- 
tions. And said commission is authorized and re- 
quired to appoint a Board of Managers of 
such number and to perform such duties as may 
be prescribed by said com 

Said board may appoint one 6r more members 
of all committees authorized to award prizes for 
exhibits Which may be produced in whole or in 
part by female labor.

Infanta Eulalia and Her Party Have a River 
Trip with Exciting Incidents. 


‘twenty-two people at > New York, May 26.—[Special.]—As the 


plans had been so suddenly changed there 
were few people around the entrance of the 
Savoy at. 2 p. m.,.when the carriages drove up 
totake the Infanta Eulalia and her party 
aboard the Dolphin.

STAMP TAX LAW SUSPENDED, 


Mexico Will for Two Years Levy a Direct 
Tax on Alcoholie Liquors. 

Crry or Mexico, May 26.—([Special.}—It is 
officially announced that the government has 
suspended for two years the application of the 
new law placing a stamp tax on the produc- 
tion of alcoholic beverages. A decree has 
been issued by the Treasury Department fix- 
ing the amount of taxes to be raised for the 
next fiscal year by the domestic distillers at 
$500,000. The Secretary of the Treasury 
will, June 1, fix the quota to be paid by each 
distiller after having first consulted with the 
Confederation of Producers of Alcohol, which 
has been organized in this capital and has 
representatives re yt agg the republic. The 
tax will be a direct one, and fas as such bi- 
monthly. Importers of a lic beverages 
wiil, after July 1 1, instead of the stam nn 
pay 15 per cent additional to the reg .
